3. Claims 1,3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Raychaudhuri et al (newly cited, Pat. # 5,638,371). 

Regarding claim 1, Raychaudhuri et al disclose multiservice medium access 
control protocol for wireless system comprises a hardware layer and a software layer 
(lines 42-45, col. 9), the hardware layer being configured to perform time-critical tasks 
(lines 46-51, col. 9; lines 60-67, col. 9) and the software layer being configured to 
perform non-time critical task (lines 46-51, col. 9; lines 60-67, col. 9). 

Regarding claim 3, Raychaudhuri et al disclose the limitation "wherein the 
software layer acts as the source of and the destination of MAC Service Data Units" 
(lines 63-67, col. 9). 
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Regarding claim 4, Raychaudhuri et al disclose the limitation "the MAC layer 
configured for use in an embedded application" (lines 57-65, col. 5). 

Regarding claim 5, Raychaudhuri et al disclose the limitation "the MAC layer 
configured for use in a stand-alone application" (fig. 4). 

Regarding claim 6, Raychaudhuri et al disclose the limitation "the MAC layer 
configured for use in a host-based application" (lines 45-56, col. 5). 

Regarding claim 7, Raychaudhuri et al disclose the limitation "wherein all 
communication layers above the MAC layer are configured to run on a host" (lines 57- 
65, col. 5). 

4. Claims 2,8,9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
